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Pullen gamed his piace by a serious 
acciéent—the first in the annals of the Santa 
Moniva Gourse—wiich jeopardised the life 
of Pilot J. B. Marquis, when i's car, the most 
dangerous foreign motor in the contest, 
turnéa over at a turn and orished him. His 
.-ndition is serious. 

One other serious acaident marred the day. 
Paul Frederick Stegal; ah employé of a Los 
Angeles automobile firm. was kille@ before 
the race when his car, on the way to thé 
course, struck a curb and turned over. Four 
companions escaped with trifling injuries. 


Fistishes Forty Miles Ahead. 

After Marquis met his mishap there was 
no racé. Pullen was forty miles ahead of 
the second car at the finish and ffty-five 
miles ahead of the third. He severed the 
403 miles tn 6:13:00, setting a new mark of 
77.2 miles an hour, against the record of 
74.45 hung up by Caleb Bragg at Savannah 
in 1911. 

Marquis was far out in the lead in the thir- 
ty¥-fifth lap when he took a turn at too high 
speed and the machifie skidded and turned 
ever several times. The accident occured 
at a turn known as “ death curve,” although 
no driver ever has been Killed there. 

The machine; a big English car, stopped 
rolling afid rested upon the driver's body. 
Marquis was picked up bieeding and badly 
érushed. It was reported at first that he 
was fatally injured, and he remained uncon- 
scious for two hours, but surgeons declared 
tonight that he would recover, although se- 
vérely hurt. 


Won with “Hoodoo” Car. 

Pulléh won with the same car in which he 
dashed into an iron barricade Thursday while 
leading in the Vanderbilt race. 

He barely escaped a similar mishap to- 
day when an old soldier Walked out on the 
track and forced him to swerve into a curb, 
which ripped off two tires. Pullen managed | 
to renew Kid Wheéle and reénter the race 
with thé loss of only a few minutes. 

Teddy Tetzlaff, who set the course record of 
78.72 miles per hour, Which still stands, was 
out of t¥e race early. 

He, however, made several of the fast sst 
laps in the race, covering/ several at the rate 
of elghty-seven miles pet.bour. Tire trou- 
bles, however, and finally the balking of mo- 
tor and beafings forced him to quit. 

Taylor tonight considers himself fortunate. 
Through the elimination of most of the con- 
testafits by tire and other troubles, the Los 
Angéles man plugged into third place with a 
car which he said he had picked up as junk 


Taylofs sédond rate with the old machine 
and his time for the last ten laps average 
sixty-five miles an hour. 


Fail with Twentieth Lap. 

The wholesale elimination of cars began in 
the twentieth lap. A pace of close to eighty 
miles an hour apparertly was too much for 
many of them. Bngine troubles developed 
rapidly, and one by one the cars stopped in 
the pits and their drivers thereafter were 
aépéctators.

Total Payments Estimated 
from 1917 to 1927 Would

FOR DOWNTOWN SY STEM. 


The Chicago surface ines offered yesterday 
to pay to the city as rent for the use of a 
Gowntown system of subways, estimated to 
eowt $28,000,000, the entire amount of saving 
effected by subway operation. 

The traction companies say this saving will 


range from $387,450 in 1917 to $565,930 m | 


1927, the tétal for these year's being $4,741,340, 
or the equivalent of 1 per cént dhiitially on 
the gross receipts. 

The amount offered is loWer than the 
amount recommended by the board of super- 
vising engineers, which totaled §0,840,000,

Hennessy, called to the stand, testified 
that the report was one he. had made for 
newspaper publication and that it was not an 
official document. It would take six months, 
Hennessy told the committee, to make a 
thorough investigation of graft in tke state 
highway department. 

The committee will make a preliminary re-

Marconi Expects to Perfect Appa- 
ratus This Year for Speaking 
with Ships at Sea. 


LONDON, Feb. 28.—A great deal of work is 
in progress at present in the fleid of wireless 
telephony, and the experiments have yielded 
results sufficiently encouraging to warrant 
the belief that commercial installations will 
be available tmmediately. 

Among others, Mr. Marcon! has been gtving 
attention to the matter and, with the aid of 
@ special form: of transmitter which he has 
devised, has recently carried out successful 
speech tests between. Chelmaford and Bour- 
nemouth, a distance of over 100 miles. 

First Installation on Ships. 

The first commercial installations will be on 
board ship, and Mr. Marcont hopes that some 
of these may be working within the next 
mouth or two: It is possible that the new 
Ounard liner Aquitania, which will make its 
maidan voyage in-June and which is to be 
equipped with. a wireless installation thet 
will render possible constant communication 
with Great Britain and America, will also be 
fitted for wireless telephone communication 
with other ships. 

It should be ‘possible, even with existing 
apparatus, to obtain a wireless telephone 
grrety at night of 200 or 800 miles. 

Mareont has expressed the opinion that 
ne espesatue at present available will limit 
the use of wireless telephony to communica- 
tion béetween ships and between ships and 
the shore and other cases\where the advan- 
tage of speech over signals ia clearly recog- 
nized.

troleum monopoly bill, creating a monopoly. 
‘The bili ig still in committee stage in the 
reichstag and will not eventuate as law until 
a later session. 

The best authorities are convinced that, de- 
spite powerful opposition in certain influen- 
Roman Catholic center party, the monopoly 
eventually will be established tn some form. 

The state purposes acquiring the existing 

properties of the Standard’s German com- 
pany, notably its vast distributing syetem, at 
an equitable price, but the price will be fixed 
practically by the state itself, The Standard 
Will, be compelled to take it or leave tt 
Will Stop Standard Sales. 

Whatever -happens in that direction the 
Standard’s activities as a sellér of illuml- 
nating oil, which te by far the mest profit- 
able feature of its business in Germany, will 
be effectually checked. It will henceforth 
be illegal for the American corporation to 


gell iNuminating oil in this market. 


The United States government, it islearned, 
ig not inclined to leave the Standard in the 
lurch, as Germany all along figured. Au- 
thorities at Washington categorically repre- 
sent that the proposed method of snuffing the 
Standard out of business in Germany ie re- 
garded as confiscatory, pure and simple, and 
an indefensible violatién of the trading rights 
of American citizens. 

A situation seems to be arising similar to 
that provoked in 1910 by Germany’s exclu- 
sion of American potash interests, which ex- 
clusion, then, as now intended, was brought 
about by a special act of parliament. 


No Question of Resources, 

Germany's argument in connection with 
potash was inepired by a policy of conserving 
natural, resources. As oil does not figure 
among the fatheriand’s natural resources, an- 
other argument agvance@ for the scheme to 
expel the Standard is its monopoly, which 
menaces the entire economie life of the coun- 
try. 

Among the things which are esusthe many 
members of the reichsteg te hesitate about 
supporting the monopoly bill are fears that 
without coSperation the Standard Oif com- 
pany supplies for the Germanarmy andnavy 
may be endangered in case of war. Others, 
notably Social Democrats, fear the monop- 
oly will ment a heavy increase in the price of 
oll.

ONDON, Feb. 18.—Reviewing the facts 
of the situation which has ended in the 
deportation of the dabor leaders from 
South Africa, and studying the utter- 
ances of the Liberal, Unionist, and La- 

bor press on the subject. the first conclusion 
which forces itself upon an impartial ob- 
server, amidst an unusually bewildering con- 
flict of opinions, is that the historians of the 

future are going to have no easy job of it. 
Truth, as we all know, dwells ever in her 
modest half way house on the quiet road 
where extremes meet, but it will surely be 
wit for any studént of-English history 


to find her a hundred years hence, to tread 


that road amidst the pitfalls which le con- 
Cealed beneath the jungle re of con- 
troversial writing. 

The attitude of the Labor hirty and the 
Socialists toward Gen. Botha’s Bismarckian 
treatment of the strike leaders is naturally 
and unanimously irreconcilable. Papers like 
the Clarion and the Citizen make little or 
no attempt to discuss either the constitu- 
tional limitations of the colony’s right of self- 
government or the alleged revolutionary con- 
spiracy of the deported leaders. Without 
awaiting fuller knowledge of the facts they 
proclaim these men martyrs to the common 
cause, and in the name of solidarity demand 
that they be given a tremendous public ova- 


‘The resignation of Lord Gladstone, fol- 
lowing close upon the Glasgow conference 
which denounced him, is certain to be con- 
strued as a triumph by the Labor leaders 
Nevertheless there is good reason to believe 
that, in this matter, large numbers of the 
working classes will prefer to wait and see, 
to hear both sides of the question before 
they commit themselves to enthusiastic sup- 
port of another Larkin movement or Fiery 
Cross. 

There is evblence of a tendency howard 
independent judgment as to the antecedents 
and character of these men, against whom 
the government of South Africa thinks it ad- 
visable to legislate as ‘“‘ undesirable immi- 
grants.”” The Larkin lesson has not been 
lost on the average artisan. 

The Liberal press finds itself in a position 
of unusual difficulty, for the reason that it 
cannot suppert the cause of the labor lead- 
ers in South Africa without attacking the 
constitutional liberties of the self-govern- 
ing colonies. 

| -o 

The Westminster Gazette, regarded as the 
inspired organ of the cabinet leaders, is 
frankly opposed to any attempt to dictate to 
South Africa. ‘‘ Upon all that concerns the 
facts of the case,”’ it says. * let us say with- 
out reserve that South Africa must judge for 
itself. The risk was not ours; we have no 
means of judging whether the government 
exaggerated the circumstances or not; we 
cannot say that there is no possible emer- 
gency which would justify recourse to such 
measures as the union government has 
taken.” 

At the same time this influential journal 
takes exception to the deportation incident, 
to South Africa’s action “in getting rid of 
its inconvenient characters by shipping them 
back to us.”’ It observes that the method of 
deportation raises questions both of law and. 
policy between the family of nations com- 
posing the British empire which will need 
to be carefully discussed. In the meanwhile, 
it concludes—and this seems to be the gen- 
¢ral opinion—that “the common sense of 
the matter seems to be that the self-govern- 


| ing. colonies should consume their own’ 
Smoke, and not pass it on to other people.”’ 


From all‘of which it is reasonable to infer 
that the British cabinet will kill no fatted 
aetyes of welcome for yee deported men. 


On. the other abd. The Nation, which .

/ must be a thorny dilemma which leads The 
Nation to advocate principles of imperial- 


ism that the self-governing colonies would 


.certainly never tolerate. 


It is only fair to say that it perceives the 
political consequences of such action, rec- 
ognizing frankly “that our hold upon the 
internal doings of our self-governing col- 
onies is merely nominal.” But, logically 
enough, it argues that if this be the case 


the right of veto is for all practical purposes 


inoperative, and the only result of returning 
it on the statute book must be to impose upon 
the British government an invidious moral 
responsibility for the acts of colonial legis- 
latures. Hither abolish the veto, it says, or 
exercise it effectively upon fundamental 


- lssues. 


Here undoubtedly we strike at the roots of 
this grave problem—and, as I shall show 
further on, the difficulty which perplexes 
many good Liberals in this matter of South 
Africa’s self-governing rights is undeniably 
having its effect on public opinion by its bear- 
ing upon certain correlated aspects of the 
home rule problem. 


~o- 

As regards the South African question, 
however, the Nation finally advocates (fail- 
ing the veto) moral remonstrance, holding 
“that this country; and the Liberal and 
Labor parties in particular, cannét be too 
emphatic in dissociating themselves from the 
action of the South African government,” 
and urges “ that a formal remonstrance and 
protest should be: made by resolution in the 
house of commons itself.’’ 

The Unionist press, generally speaking, is 
inclined to suspend judgment pending further 
information, and a clear statemént of the 
The gen- 
eral effect of Gen. Smuts’ explanation of 
the South African government’s action has 
been to create the feeling that its exceptional 
proceedings were justified by reason of an 
exceptionally dangerous and difficult situa- 
tion. There are some, of course, who ap- 
plaud Gen. Botha’s firmness, on the same 
principle as they admire Mr. Roosevelt and 
the kaiser, because he knows his own mind 
and acts upon it; without waiting to consult 
his solicitors—a form of hero worship not 
infrequent in Anglo-Saxon communities. 
Lord Claude Hamilton, for instance, openiy 
rejoices in Botha as a man, without discuss- 
ing the rights and wrongs of the case, and 
fervently deciares that “such men are 
wanted in the United Kingdom,”’ at which 
sentiment the labor press snorts violently.

On the whole, the Unionist press seems dis- | 
posed to accept Gen. Smuts’ statement that 
the proclamation of martial law was neces- | 


sary to the safety of the * constituted order,” 
and the deportations a proper exercise of 
ministerial‘ discretion. At the same time, . 
the Times and other Unionist papers, depre- 
cate the banishment of the labor lapaors. on 
general grounds of social policy, 
“ Permanent peace and copihanhinee amone 
the working classes," says the Times, “ can-. 
not, be insured by such demonstrations of 
armed force. ‘When the crisis and its imme- 
diate consequences have passed, men who 
have lived all their lives under a tradition 
of free action and free speech will remem- 
ber that these. are root principles in the 
existence of a self-governing people."’ 
But the Unionist press is at pains to point 
out that the imperial government's. theo- 
retical right of veto over the legislature of 
the self-governing colonies—that veto which 
the government admits it cannot exercise in 
practice—is the chief “ safeguard’’ which 
the home rule bill provides for the protection 
of the rights of the Protestant minority in 
Ireland. .The Saturday Review, emphasiz- 
ing this fact, observes: ‘A reason for the 
British government's helplessness in South 
Africa. has. been given. There is; we' are 
told, no. alternative administration in Cape- 
town. If Gen. Botha were to resign, Lord 
Gladstone would be unable to form a ministry 
to carry onthe king’s government. Exactly. 
If a similar conflict of authority arose in 
Ireland, would not the position be the same?" 
The same writer pursues his logical argu- 
ment further. ‘‘In another way,’’ he ob- 
serves, ‘‘the South African parallel is in- 
structive. We are told that, once an Irish 
parliament ig set up, the old Irish party di- 
visions will vanish and that new parties will 
appear. Has that been so in South Africa? 
Before the union there were [a] progressive 
Boers, {b) reactionary Boers, and [c; Brit- 
ish. Now ‘there are [a] followers of Gen. 
Botha, [b] followers of Gen. Herizog, [c] 
British, and {dj a small labor group. Thé 
names are new, but the parties are ‘he same. 
In Ireland also are [a] progressive National- 
ists, the All for Ireland league, [b] reaction- 
ary Nationalists, or followers of Mr. Red- 
mond, and [c] Ulstermen. The samme parties 
—with, perhaps, a small labor party from 
Dublin and Belfast—would persist under an 
Irish pariiament. The only difference’ be- 
tween Ireland and South Africa in this re- 
spect is that whereas in South Africa the 
progressive Boers, who follow Botha and 
do not object to work with the British, are 
in a majority, in Ireland the progressive Na- 
tionalists, who follow Mr. O’Brien and are 
quite free to work with Ulster, are in a 
minority. . The South African parallel is, 
indeed, ominous for home rule in Ireland.”’

I am aware that the great majority of 
American readers are heartily in sympathy 
with the Irish home rule movement, but from | 
personal observation I‘venture to doubt 
whether the very real difficulties of this 
problem, as a matter of imperial politics, 
have been fully appreciated overseas, 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor is perfectly right when 
he says that one of the strongest forces be- 
hind the Liberal party’s policy lies in the fact 
that the “ whole British people are sick of 
this controversy and want it settled. some- 
hosy,”’ but not anyhow. Most Englishmen 
are, I think, prepared to agree heartily with 
Mr. Redmond that the time has come—it 
came long, long ago—for relegating Dublin 
castle and “the old rotten system of su- 
periority and ascendancy "’ to the limbo of 
forgotten evils." 

‘Most Unionists—and I believe a large ma- 
“fority of Uistermen—frankly recognize the 
necessity for entrusting to the Irish execu- 
tive and local authorities the management 
of their own local affairs.. The sincere and 
determined opposition of the Unionist party 
and of Ulster to the present home rule bill 
arises from the fact that, as it now stands, 
its scope extends far beyond local affairs, 
reaching out into regions where irreconcila- 
ble differences exist, racial, religious, and 
political.

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If home rule meant only local autonomy 
and “local option ” in purely domestic mat- 
ters, if it involved. no imperial problems of 
social reform, of fiscal uniformity, and na- ° 
tional ‘defense, the bill would assuredly have 
long since been inscribed on the statute book. 
Also, if a bill were adopted which, in the first 
instance, recOgnized that the existing re- 
ligious and racial differences can never be 
removed by force, but only by education and 
community of economic interests, there is 
the example of South Africa to justify the 
hope that a truly united Ireland would be 
the result, 

One of the chief obstacles to a good under- 
standing and solution of the problem lies in | 
the fact that neither the government nor the 
Irish parties nor the public press have ever 
had, or expressed,;.any clear and definite 
opinion concerning the powers which this 
home rule bill is to confer upon the parliia- 
ment in Dublin. : 

It is scarcely surprising, indeed, that pub- 
lic opinion abroad should be misinformed on 
theee matters, when the issues are so delib- 
erately confused at home for party purposes. 
The religious intolerance which (on both 
sides) is the chief cause of the Ulster problem, 
is persistently minimized by many politica] 
speakers, and its importance as a determin- 
ant factor is certainly unappreciated abroad. 

-~o 

Of the gravity of the impending crisis in 
Irish history there is mo doubt—honest men 
of all shades of political opinion admit it. 
Yet at this moment a section of the Radical 
press does not hesitate to declare that the 
home rule bill mot a “ real issue" with the 
‘Unionist party. 

The Daily Leader, for instance, declares 
that the Tories’ one object is to prevent the 
parliament act becoming effective, so as to 
restore the veto power of the house of lords. 
Now, whatever the views of the average 
Unionist may be as to the future of Ireland, 
it is safe to eay. that he cherishes no incur- 
able passion for the hereditary principle in 
legislators, Nine Englishmen out.of ten re- 
gard that principle as an anachronism. 

But however undesirable the héreditary 
powers of the house of lords before the par- 
Lament act, the present system of undis- 
guised single chamber government its open 
to still graver objections from the constitu- 
tional point of ‘view—and has visibly weax- 
ened the imperial government in its handling 
of critical questions like those of South 
Africa and Irish home rule. |

LONDON, Feb. 28.~—‘* The sale of honors “ 
—the mere words are, of course, a contra- 
diction in terms, for surely honor. Veatesice 
be bought. Nevertheless, “ the sale of hone! 
ors’ has been a subject of of debate in the 
house of lords this week, and although the 
house of lords as a legislative body is hung 
up and rendered practically impotent by the 
parliament act, this is a subject which pe- 
cullarly concerns that-house, for the “ hon- 
ors’” referred to are the titles that make 
men members of that house, or are hon- 
ors conferring titular rank that bring in 
their train pecuniary emolument of one kind 
of ‘another. | 

For any one who takes interest iaeuals in 
the matter to watch the ‘‘ honors.’’ Hat pub- 
lished here at New. Year's, on the anniversary 
of the king's birthday and other occasions, 
it ia unnecessary to point out how, often the: 
“ honor” ts a mere matter of purchase. Even 
at’ that these honors have great value in 
two other markets. Having been bought 
in the political market they can bring back 
big ‘returns in the social and matrimonial 
markets, omitting altogether the mere sat- 
isfaction of personal vanity. — 


Titles of Value in Business. 

There is even another market here where 
® title has good money value, An English 
lord, baronet, or knight has a value on the 
prospectus of'any new company, as titles im- 
press the public [especially widows and the 
clergy] and so gain for their owners posi- 
tiong on boards of directors of all sorts of 
companies for which they have so frequent- 
ly paid such moderate fees that “guinea 
pig "’ is the technical’term for titled direc- 
tors of companies who sell their names for 
a fee of a guinea or two for every board 
meeting which they attend, with occasion- 
ally a few shares thrown in on the ground 
floor, without any responsibility. 

All the world knows that the giving of 
English titles, from baron to knight, is in 
the hands of the government of the day. 
Some few of these titles are really honors, 
for they are conferred upon men worthy 


‘of honor, but the majority are sold to men 


who put up the money for party funds. A 
Britisher shudders at the word “ graft,’’ but 
to buy a title is often more costly than to 
buy @ franchise. 

The radical government, which adminis- 
tered a knockout blow to the house of lords 
in the parliament act, and whose chancellor 
of the exchequer, Mr. Lioyd-Georgs. grows 
rabid at the sound of the word “ duke,”’ might 
have been expected: to steer clear of this 
traffic in “ honors,” but this fs not the case. 


‘Lord Selborne’s Resolution. 

The present government's record in this 
respect is believed to be unparalleled and 
gave Lord Selborne, who was first lord of 
the admiralty from 1900 to 1905, a substan- 
tial part of his argument for a motion in the 
house of lords ‘‘ that a contribution to party 
funds should not be a consideration to a min- 
ister whem he recommends any name for an 
honor to his majesty, and that effectual 
meastres should be taken in order to assure 
the nation that the government, of whatever 
political party it may be composed, will act 
according to this rule.’’ 

What Lord Selborne really aims at is to 
stop the well known actual purchase of titles 
by subscriptions to party funds. In the giv- 
ing of titles and other awards for party serv- 
ices through public appointments there has 
been a remarkable record for the last three 
years, Returns were published at the..in- 
stance of Bonar Law, the Unionist leader, 
to show that not less than one-faurth of the 
Liberal members of the house of commons 
elected in December, 1910, have received ap- 
pointments in the ministry or in the public 
service. Another fourth have been made 
petrs or recipients of other ** honors.”’ 


Sixty-three Peers Created. 

Lord Milner in the debate on the motion 
pointed out that the present government has 
created sixty-three peers, or about one-sixth 
of the total number of barons, although the 
rank had existed for 600 years. He denounced 
secret party funds and declared that by their 
operation politicians of independent view

The raising of this money is rendered pos-

~ There was no attempt in the debate to show 


that one political party was worse than the 
other in this trafficin*‘ honors,’’. There were, 
of course, no piquant revelations of actual 
sales, though every one who knows his Lon- 
don knows of actual sales and prices. But 
Lord Ribblesdale, who used to be a whip, 
told an amusing story, without giving any 
nemes, of how he was approached by an 
“honest fox hunter" who evidently had: not 
kept in touch with current politics and who 
thought that Lord Ribblesdale was still:a 
whip. 


Story of the Fox Hunter. 

“ This fox hunter,” said Lord Ribblesdale, 
“came to see me on behalf of a friend. He 
looked pregnant with thought, and when I 
pressed him as to what he wanted he put the 
matter bluntly and said his friend would like 
to have a certain sort of honor. 

“* What is the inducement?’ I asked. 

“*O, I think a good deal of money,’ was 
the reply. 

“** What sort of a figure?’ I asked. 

“ He indicated the figure, and I said: 
don’t know about that.’

If this can be 
done the expedition will open entirely new 
ground. 

This greatly increases the difficulties and 
dangers of the journey, for the party will not 
have the advantage of a chain of food depots 
which proved such a material aid to their 
predecessors,. They will, however, be helped 
by the resources of science to a degree never

SPAIN. PLANS NEW RAILROAD. 


Standard Gauge Line to the French 
Frontier, Electrically Operated : 
and State-Owned. 


MADRID, Feb. 28.—The ministry of com- 
merce has ordered plans drawn for a stand- 
ard gavige railroad with double track from 
the French frontier to Madrid to insure di- 
rect and rapid communication between the 
Spanish capital and the north. 

It is calculated that the time occupied by 
the journey can be reduced from thirteen 
hours to seven, and the journey from Paristo 
Madrid, which now takes twenty-seven and 
a half hours by the fastest train, it is hoped 
will be reduced to twenty hours. The new 
road will also do away with the inconven- 
ience of changing cars at the frontier. 

The official gauge of the principal Spanish 
railroads has hitherto, for strategical rea- 
sons, been purposely kept different from that 
of France, and, in consequence, passengers 
are obliged to change cars at all frontier 
stations. It has been long recognized, how- 
ever, that the strategical advantage was 
greatly offset by the grave hindrance of 
Spanish commerce. An attempt was made 
in 1882 to rermnedy this state of affairs, but 
without success, and the construction pro-. 
vided for under the Franco-Spanish conven- 
tion of Aug. 18, 1904, is not yet completed. 

The new railroad will be the first European 
trunk railroad to be operated solely by elec- 
tricity. It will be state owned.

Had they come closer he would not have 
left the tree trunks in his largest picture so 
formless and his figures so rough, and we 
might, without any loss of individuality, have 
had a masterpiece not much inferior to “ The 
Poringland Oak.” 

As it is, we have to bé content with some- 
thing different and of less universal appeal. 
Still, the work as a whole is such as to make 
every visitor realize that East was a consid-

BERLIN, Feb. 28.—Two Austrian inventors 
announce the perfection ef a light bomb 
which will make safe landing by. aeroplane 
at night. The device, which is attached to an 
aeroplane -and may be released at will,-is 
fitted with a parachute and burns four min- 
utes, illuminating, the country below. :

The inhabitants of the tropic 
lowlands or of the coastal plains cannot. 
readily adapt themselves to the conditions of: 
the bleak uplands, even'when these lie only 
a day's march therefrom. ‘Conversely the 
dwellers of the uplands cannot readily ac- 
custom ‘themséives to the lowlands, 

To pase ftom one to the other region, in as- 
cending, ists change suddenly from a hot to 
a cold climate. These conditions are marked 
on the Pacific coast of South America, in Co- 
lombia, Ecuador, Peru, and northern Chile. 

The native laborer of the littoral falls a 
prey readily to various diseases, or suffers 
severely from the climate in the uplands, 
while the serrano, or highlander, is open to 
the attacks of malaria or tertian fever upon 
descending to the coast. Similar.conditions 
obtain in Mexico when the high, healthy, 
mesa central, or great plateau, is exchanged 
for the Pacific or Atlantic littoral, . 


Indian Creature of the Forest. 

As regards the native Indian of the Amazon 
valley, he ‘¢annot under any circumstances 
be induced to leave the warm, mdist atmos- 
phere of his environment to ascénd to the 
Andine uplands. He isa creature of the for- 
ests, just ad the native miner, ‘or breeder of 
‘Tamas, of the Peruvian and ‘Bolivian a)ti- 
planicies, or uplands, ' is a’ creature of the 
mountains. | 

‘These conditions of climatic envitonment 
have not hitherto greatly affected the mat- 
ter of foreign labor and immigration in 
South America, owing to the fact'that the 
vast mountain ‘territories and the enormous 
Amazon valléy have not so far been invaded 
by a foreign element. 

With the exception of a relativély small 
scattering of Italians, Spaniards, and other 
Europeans, the mountain republics have not 
succeeded so far in attracting immigrants, 
while in the Amazon valley foreigners are. 
found practically only in a few towns, such 

as Para, Manaos, etc. . : 

There is no considerable body of European 
laborers anywhere in Latin American out- 
side the River Pilate region [Argentina] and 
Brazil, and in those regions the ‘brusque

There is at present practically no foreign 
mining labor employed in South America. 
With relatively small exception the mineral 
‘wealth of that continent lies upon the high 
slopes and summits of the Andes through- 
‘out their 4,000 miles length.’ The reasons for 
Amos nonémployment of foreign labor are two- 

Inthe first place, notwithstanding the enor- 
mous and varied mineral wealth of such 
‘countries as Peru, Chili; Bélivia, and Colom- 
bia, the mining indfistry ‘is in a very back- 
‘ward condition. In many districts the moun- 
tajhous parts of these countries are honey- 
‘eombed with old workings, and hundreds of 
/thousands of*mineraf claims have of recent 
4 decades been staked out, covering land bear- 
ing gold, silver, copper, tin, coal, and other 
minerals, but there is little native capital 
available for their exploitation, and foreign 
enterprise has for long been chary of invest-, 
ment therein. 
| The total value of the gold output of South 
America reaches little more than $10,000,000 
per annum, which is an indication of the re- 
stricted activity. Copper and tin mining 
are, however, more important... 


Natives Supply Mining Demands. 

* Owing to this comparative stagnation there 
is not so far a demand for more mining labor 
than the native supply affords: In the seo- 
ond place, it is doubtful if foreign labor could 
undertake the hard manuallabor which min- 
ing demands atthe high elevations in which 
the mining regions are'situated. The condi- 
tions due to altitude above sea level preclude 
continuous or strenuous exertion except by 
the worker born upon the spot of a race in- 
ured thereto for generations past. The rare- 
faction of the air affects the heart, lungs, and 
brain. 

‘At the great elevation of 14,000 to 16.000 
and 17,000 feet, at which important mining 
districts. exist in-Peru and Bolivia, there is 
practically only half the ordinary atmos- 
pheric.pressure, and the traveler who is tn- 
cautious enough to attempt severe exercise, 
or evem to run, or ascend the hills on foot, 
may find himeelf prostrated by soroche, or 
mountain sickness. It is to be noted that the 
native Cholés, Quechuas, and Asmares of 
the Andes-have large nostrils and well de- 
veloped lungs; a provision of nature designed 
to meet the condition of the reduced oxygen 
supply intheair. —. 

At the well known Cerro de Pasco mines in 
Peru, which stand at somewhat over 14,000 
feet elevation above sea level, considerable 
difficulty wag at first experienced insmeliting 
) operatigns, due to the reduced amount of 

oxygen. 


Malady Like Seasickness, 

“The effect of the sordche is very marked 
even in ascending to| the high Andine ple- 
teaux by rail in the case of the Oroya railway 
of Peru, where at times a whole carload of 
passengers may be seen suffering therefrom, 
like seasick people. The malady takes the 
form of violent headache, vomiting, and in 
severe cases effusion of utes from the ears, 
nostrils, etc. 

When it is recollected that the average 
height of the chain of Andine highlands for 
several thousand miles in length is 18,000 feet 
above sea.level—a zone which contains the 
most important mining districts—it is seen 
that the foreign mining laborer cannot ex- 
pect to compete with the native in South 
America. 

The Andes of Bolivia and Peru contain the 
highest inhabited places on the globe, f 
ing tn some cases considerable communities; 
but neither in mine nor field is there likely 
to be occupation for the foreigner except as 
overseer. ' 


Conditions Trying to Foreigner. 

The conditions of life are exceedingly try~- 
ing for the foreigner at such elevations, and 
those who suffer any weakness of the heart 
are advised not to attempt to reside in such 
districts. It is highly probable that, in the 
néar future, there will be a considerable re- 
vival of mining activity in the mountain re- 
publics of South America, in which circum- 
stances the services of the native miner will 
be in demand, and will be able to command a 
better hire than the miserable wage he at 
present receives, 

In existing circumstances the standard of 
life of the native miner. is generally very 
low, hts dwelling, clothing, and food being 
insufficient to protect him from the inclement 
‘slimate. Owing to the general lack of nour- 
ishment and the inroadg of disease, the mor- 
tality among children in the Andine uplands 
is excessively high, and it cannot be said 
that the population is increasing. 

Indeed, unless better dcenomic conditions 
are. brought about in these regions this in- 
| valuable source of native labor -iay be ex- 
pected to decrease, 
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Righth International Exhibition 


to Be, Held in June to Attract 
Visitors from the Continent, | 
United States, and Canada. 


LONDON, Feb. 28.—The arrangements for 
this year’s International Horse show are al- 


ready far advanced. There is every reason to 
believe that the show will be in all respects | 
as brilliant an affair as any of its predeces- 
sors. It will be held at Olympia as usual, be- 
ginning on June 4 and endingson June 16. 


This will be the eighth annual show, and» 


the success of the other seven naturally 


greatly helps to lighten the burden of organ- 


ization. Lord Lonsdale, the president, and 
those who are assisting him are receiving 
the support of many of the ambassadors, of 
the foreign office, and of the war office. 


It is known already that Austria, France, 


Italy, and Russia will be represented by off- | 
cers of the armies of those countries. The 
United States will again be well represented, 


as will also the Dominion of Canada, which | 


has sent excellent horsemen during the last 
few years. 


Many Harness Horse Entries. 

A fact which is of good augury for one 
feature of the Olympia show is the. unusual- 
ly large entry of harness horses for the hack- | 
ney show to be held at the agricultural hall 
in the first week in March. 

This ie the first harness show of the sea- 
gon, and the entries have caused surprise 
to every one, as it had been expected that 
they would have diminished considerably, 
owing to the decline in breeding due to the 


growth of mechanical traction. It is, there- 


fore, anticipated that the harness horse seo- 
tion at Olympia will fully maintain its num- 
bers. .* 

The hunter and hack sections, which have 
always been well supported, are likely to 
show an even larger number of entriés than 
in former years, the demand for hacks hav- 
ing increased very much, owing to the stead- 
ily growing number of residents in London 
who take regular riding exercise. The popu- 
larity of ‘hunting, of course,-is as great as 


ever. 
Military Riders a Feature, 

Special attention is being devoted to the 
military ride at this year’s show. Lord 
Lonsdale is now in communication with the 
war department on the possibility of organ- 
izing an international military ride similar 
to the ridés which have enjoyed so mucb 
popularity in France, Germany, and Bel- 
glum among the officers of those countries. 

The proposed ride would consist of four 
eections and would take place on different 
days. On the first day there would be school 
work at Olympia. On the following day a 
ride of fifteen miles would be brought to a 
conclusion with jumping round the course 
at Olympia. The test on the third day would 
be a ride of twenty-seven miles and would 
finish with jumping round a steeplechase 
course either at Sandown or at Kempton. 

The fourth and concluding trial would be 
an examination at Olympia in handiness and 
schooling, including jumping round the 
course,

‘Dr. Frederick Pox, Who Had Anti- 
dote for Snake Bites, Killed When 

Cure Fails to. Bal Poison. 


CALCUTTA, Feb. ). 28.—Dr, Frederick. Fox, 
an Australian scientist who devoted life 
to the treatment of snake bites, died today as 
the result of a bite from a snake which ho 
was using for experimental purposes, 

Dr. Fox fell a victim’ while he was at: 
tempting. to prove the efficacy of what he 
asserted was a sure antidote to the virus of 
the snake. He had,just finished treating a 
gcat which had been bitten and had suc.

sessing grooved poison fangs and solid uppes 
teeth behind them. During its attack on the 
doctor the snake inflicted five punctures:

JOHNS HOPKINS DISCARDS. 


Baltimore Institution Quits as As- 
pirant for Henor. 


New York, Feb. 28.—Twenty-one colleges 
were represented at the annual meeting of 
the Intercollegiate Association of Amateur 
Athletes of America, held today. Harvard 
was awarded the annual field and track 
championship, to be decided at the stadium, 
Boston; Mass.,; May 29 and 30. 

Syracuse, Pennsylvania, and Johns Hop- 
kins were the other bidders for the big event. 
After the Baltimore representatives had 
withdrawn their application, Syracuse 
seemed in a fair way to land the meet. On 
the first ballot Syracuse got eight votes; 
Harvard, seven, and Pennsylvania, six, but 
on a second ballot to decide between the 
two leaders, Harvard won by twelve votes to 
nine. 

Four weeks ago several amendments to 
the constitution of the association, framed 
by the advisory committee in accordance 
with suggestions made by the executive com- 
mittee, were made public, and all of them 
were adopted at today’s meeting. 

Only one of them [that of increasing the 
awards of points to five places in each event 
instead of four, as heretofore] caused dis- 
cussion, but it was finally adopted. Under 
the new rule the points for places will be 
as follows: 

Five for firet, four for second, three for 
third, two for fourth, and one for fifth, a total 
of fifteen points for each event, instead of 
five, three, two, and-one, a total of e@ven 
points, which has been the rule since 1898,

Li, the usual ways of retiring a bats-

Frequent disputes have arisen over a play 
that comés up oftener among prairie players 
than in the professional games. That is 
when a batsman strikes at a bali, misses it, 
and is so badly fooled that the ball actually 
hits him. If it be a third strike, the batsman 
is out, anyway, and no other play can be 
made. on that ball; but if it is not a third 
strike, the baisman is not out. It simply 
counts as a strike, and the ball is dead. 
When the rule framers first drafted a 
clause forbidding the batsman to hop across 
the plate from one side to the other so as 
to confuse a pitcher, who was in the hole, 
they did it so poorly that the impression be- 
came general that a batsman could not 
change from one side of the plate to the other 
at any time during his turn at bat, but if 
he first stepped into the right handed bats- 
man’s box he must continue there until out 
or on first. This was not the intent of the 
rule, and its wording has since been changed. 
A batsman may change from one side to an- 
other any time the pitcher is not in position 
to pitch. If he changes side when the pitcher 
ia on the slab he can be called out.

Every little while a query comes into the 
office which has to do with a play in which 
two fielders go after the same fly ball.

\ © you ever wonder how the colors of the 
artist’s palette get on the printed page? 
When you turn quickly, as you’ do, to the 

colored reproductions in this section of Tus 
TrisunE,do you puzzle over the process necessary 
to bting about the exact reproduction of the col- 
ors of the masterpiece of Leonardo da Vinci or 
the precise tints and shades of a certain actress’ 
hair and eyes and complexion? 

Color exerts a fascination over all normal men 
and women; the vast bulk of the public prefers 
the worst color print to the best photogravure. 
And it is thé aim of every big newspaper and 
magazine in the country to get out a striking ar- 
tistic colored supplement. 
something of the process you will have no idea of 
the amount of labor, the hours of ceaseless ad- 
justment, the waste in time and money, and the 
heaps of useless newspapers which go to make up 
the finished colored section of a newspaper. At 
least twenty hours are used up inTHE TRIBUNE 
pressroom alone, to say nothing of the artists, 
engravers’, and etchers’ tasks.

To describe the early processes briefly that you 
May get an idea of, the important steps: 

The artist makes a drawing of a girl's head. 
The cheeks flush from a pale pink to a deep red.

Whatever particular 
brand of girlish beauty the artist happens to be 
worshiping on that day he conveys to his paper. 
A negative is made of the drawing and then this 
glass negative is laid over sensitized zinc and the 
lines are likewise impressed on the zinc. Four 
plates of the drawing are made—one for the yel- 
low plate, one for the blue, one for the red, and 
one is left untouched with just the sharp black 
lines for the key plate.

In this the color is absorbed by sensitized plates 
without any hand work. There are, as you know, 
only three colors which cannot be created—yel- 
low, red, and blue. These can’t be made from 
either lights or pigments, but, from these three 
in combination or by superimposing, all the col- 
ors of the rainbow can be made. From red and 
blue comes violet; from yellow and blue, green; 
from red and yellow, orange. These are called 
the secondary colors, and from the mixtures of 
these again come the tertiaries. Green and 
orange make olive, green and purple make gray, 
and purple and orange make russet. |

Now knowing these combinations of color you 
begin to get a glimpse of what the Ben Day men 
have to do.. In front of them on their desk they 
have the ofiginal drawing with all the delicate 
coloring, and before them is a zinc plate which fs 
to be one‘of the three color plates, yellow or blue 
or red. For the yellow plate, let us say of this 
drawing of a girl’s head, first everything which 
has no yellow in it is blotted out on the plate with 
Then such parts as 
have light yellow or deep yellow mixed with red 
to make orange will be treated with gelatin 
screens which are lined ether coarsely or finely, 
according to the depth of the color desired in 
the finished proof. This is the real Ben Day 
patent. These screens consist of a celluloid back- 
ing in‘a frame, with textures on the surface in 
relief. Sirtce they are transparent the artist may 
look through and observe the process of his 
work, shifting the screen to make any depth of 
tone, even working into a solid color. So where 
no yellow is desired the zinc is coated with gum 
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arabic; where a little, either faint or in combina- 
tion with another color, is wanted the screen used 
is fine; and where a solid color or depth is wanted 


the screen is coarse and will allow the color to‘ 
blot freely on the press. In like fashion the red ' 


and blue plates are finished and all so fashioned 
that when they are put on'the presses, blue over 


red over yellow will give the brown of her hair.

Four Baths in Etching Room. 

When this process is finished the zinc plates are 
taken back to the etching room, the gum arabic 
washed off, and the parts ready for the color 
dusted with a red powder called “ dragon’s 
When this is heated it forms an enamel 


¢ 


which is not susceptible to acid. The plates are 
then put in a weak solution of nitric acid and 
“ rocked ’—that is, moved slowly up and down 
in machines—to let the acid continually wash over 
the plates. When the unprotected metal has been 
slightly eaten into, the plate is taken out and such 
parts as need only a low relief are protected with 
the red powder and the plate put back in the bath 
again. The process is repeated four times, until 
the plate is in heavy relief, and later the plate 
is put in the routing machine, where swiftly turn- 
ing small knives cut away all unnecessary metal 
and leave the design color portions in high relief. 
After this the plates are put on bases type high 
and are ready for the electrotyper, who makes 
from the etching the plates for the presses and 
curves them to fit the cylinders.

The huge color presses are supplied witn ntne— 
fountains in which inksof different colors are 
placed. Under these fountains are ten rollers tu 
distribute the colors equally, else it would pour | 
down. in uneven masses. There is a feed roller, 
five distributers, and four form rollers. When 
the plates are-first put on the machine the upid’s 
bow of a mouth is just as likely as not to be 
under the fair maid’s ear, and the overlapping 
color of red which is needed in addition to blue 
and yellow in the eyebrows may be on one cheek.

Frederick William, is back in Berlin, 
after two years at the head of his 

_ Death’s Head hussars. He comes to 

Berlin to study war plans and administration 
under the guidance of the able soldiers 6f the 


- general staff. He could not have come ata 


better time if he really desires to work and 
learn. Preparations for increasing the army 
under the terms of last year’s armament bills 
are well under way, and the staff is. loaded 
with work of a highly practical executive na- 
ture. 

The crown prince will probably not stay 
at Berlin long. He will be instructed by 
past masters in strategy, the mobilization of 
troops, in all that can be taught from maps 
at a desk. Then ‘he will be sent to some 
other regiment to take up again the practical 
work of soldiering. By-inclination as well as 
training, young Frederick William appears to 
be a thorough soldier. He may find himself 
some day in a position where he will have 
to use his knowledge of the war game. There 
are many reasons to be apprehensive of this, 
although the horizon is now fairly clear. War 
clouds roll up quickly in Europe. In the 
formal phrase of democracy,. Germany’s re- 
lations with all other powers are “ correct.” 
That means that there is no immediate cause 
for apprehension that some neighboring coun- 
try will make a sudden and unexpected de- 
scent on the fatherland’s frontier. 

But more cannot be said, for the neighbor- 
ing European nations do not like Germany. 
Former Chancellor von Biilow, in remi- 
niscences published only-a short time ago, de- 
clared flatly that France has never forgiven 
Germany for the defeat of 1870-1 and the 
annexation of Alsace-Lorraine and that she 
never will 

* * 

Envy Germany's Growing Commerce. 

The men that rule Germany—the kaiser at 
the head—are bitterly aware of the feelings 
of their neighbors. They know that to grudges 
borne from older days there is being added 
the envy that Germany’s growing conmerce 
and trade are bringing. New points of fric- 
tion are developing daily, offsetting the ef- 
forts of statesmen to develop harmonious re- 
lations. And so Germany has been compelled 
to build up the most effective, army in the 
world, with nearly 900,000 nembers in peace 
times, and the second greatest among the 
world’s navies. Any single nation attacking 


| Germany would probably -be crushed; any 


two would win a Pyrrhic victory. 
In the keeping of Germany, with its tre- 


mendous military machine and its compara- 


tively great population, rests, to a greater de- 
gree than is the case with any other nation, 
the problem of maintaining the peace of Eu- 
rope. All Europe is, today assfor years, a 
great powder magazine, full of idiots, who in- 
sist on smoking and throwing cigar stubs and 
burning matches carelessly about them. Ger- 
many has its share of these individuals. To 
them, every concession is a weakness. They 
do not understand, or profess not to under- 
stand, why a strong man should not always 
be eager to show his strength. 

As long as William II. sits on the German 
throne there will be no war unless it is 
forced upon Germany. But William will not 
rule forever. There are, to be sure, no rea- 
sons to expect that many years of life will 
not be spared him yet, but one must reckon 
with all contingencies. Some day, worn out 
by cares of state, he will lay down his bur- 
den. Who then will take it up, and what 
manner of a man is he? Will the peace of

Europe be safe in his. hands, as it was in 
those of his father? Will he use all his en- 
ergies to upbuild German trade and com- 
merce? Will he show an intelligent interest 
in art and music and literature? Will he de- 
vote himself, heart and soul, to the welfare 
of his people? 

Only two of the foregoing questions can 
be answered, and both of those with qualifi- 
cations. The man who will take the burden 
up will be the present crown prince, Fred- 
erick William, provided he be spared until 
that day, and he will devote himself to what 
he considers making for the welfare of his 
people.

War Cloud Hovered Near. 

But as to the peace of Europe? 

War between Germany and England and 
France was near in the late summer of 1911. 
Just how near was not realized until later. 
Proceedings in the Moroccan. conflict had 
dragged along to a compromise. It was ad- 
mittedly not favorable for Germany, which 
got a few thousand miles of territory in- 
fested with the sleeping sickness and the 
tsetse fly, and with a climate in which white 
men cannot permanently live. The settle- 
ment.was bitterly attacked in the German 
reichstag. Herr von Heydebrand, “the un- 
crowned king of Prussia,” made a violent, 
saber rattling speech on Nov. 10. He made 
the German eagle soar aloft and scream, 
talked of the ignominy of “a folk in arms” 
submitting to such infamy, and all but de- 
clared in so many words that war was pref- 
erable to the settlement attained. 

During-Von Heydebrand’s speech a slen- 
der young man, dressed in the uniform of the 
Death’s Head hussars, sat in the imperial 
box, He nodded his head as Von Heyde- 
brand proceeded, nodded it more vigorously 
as the speech grew warmer, and beat with 
his clinched fist on his knee as the speaker 


‘made his appeal to armed force. The young 


man who thus manifested his disapproval of 
the government’s policy was the crown prince. 
The emperor was highly displeased at this 
treason within his own household Young 
Frederick William was summoned to the 
Potsdam palace, and there is no doubt that 
he received a vigorous lecture from a father 
who would have spanked him twenty years 
before—for the kaiser, it is known, some- 
times found moral suasion alone insufficient to 
induce his children to walk in the way they 
should go. The crown prince retired to the 
exile of his military post in Dantzic, and the 
fears of the pacific politicians died down.

It was realized that the crown prince was 
young—although, as a fact, he was as old as 
his father when the latter ascended the throne 
—and his applause of Von Heydebrand was 
ascribed to the exuberance of a youth who 
had been made a colonel at a time when the 
average nonroyal German becomes a captain. 
Misgivings over the’ affair had nearly died-out 
when there was published, only last summer, 
a book called “‘Germany in Arms.” The 
preface and first article were contributed by 
the crown prince. Here are some thoughts 
from that preface: 

* * 


Says Sword Is Decisive Factor. 

“Badly protected through its unfavorable 
geographic position, not regarded with affec- 
tion by all nations, the German empire, more 
than all others, has the duty of maintaining 
in a state of the greatest preparedness, its 
army and navy. Only thus, supported by 
our good sword, can we attain the place in 
the sun which is our desert, but which is not 
willingly accorded us.” 

“We are living ina period .. . which 
only too readily vaunts its international citi- 
zenship and indulges itself in fervent dreams 
of the yossibility of a lasting peace. This 
conception is un-German and does not be-’ 
come us. The German who loves his folk 


Heydebrand’s speech and the excerpts from 
his writings noted above are all the material 
available to form -a foundation for a judg- 
ment as to the likelihood of his following in 
Lis father’s steps as conservator of the peace 
of Europe. It must be confessed that a 
great many .thoughtful observers are dis- 
quieted by the future emperor’s glorification 
of war and rejection of peace ideas, They 
realize, of- course, that great authority is 
likely to have a sobering effect, and they re- 
eall that the present kaiser flourished the 
sword a great deal before he came to the 
throne, only to develop into a potent peace 
lord instead of a war lord. They realize, too, 
that youth is inclined to exalt the spectacu- 
lar deeds of war over the more prosaic vic- 
tories of peace. But when, they ask, are we 
to regard the crown prince as settled in char- 
acter? When shall we cease hearing ex- 
cuses based on his youth? He is now two 
years older than was William II. in 1888. If 
he still exalts war over peaceful compromise 
—and his remarks in “Germany in Arms” 
followed. two years after the reichstag inci- 
dent—is it likely that he will ever change? 
* * 
Future Course in Doubt. 

The crown prince’s only other venture into 
politics is of recent date. That was his let- 
ter to Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
protesting against permitting Ernest August 
to ascend the sila of Brunswick without a 
formal renunciation of his claim to the throne 
of Hanover. This act, like his conduct in the 
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Morocco affair, earned for him 

the applause of the “crown 

prince party,” composed of 

those pan-Germans who are, in 

the old phrase, plus royaliste 

que le roi. They saw, or. af- 

tected to see, in it an indication that the fu- 
ture emperor is not an opportunist. 

Further than that nothing is known of the 


political proclivities of the future kaiser. 


In one respect Frederick William will have 
a great advantage over his father. How well 
he is able to understand and sympathize with 
the common man was shown by the Sohst in- 
cident. About a year ago the kaiser sur- 
prised a congress of agriculturists at Berlin 
by appearing and addressing the meeting. 
His address: dealt with his majesty’s estate 
at Cadinen. He described alleged reforms he 
had instituted there, and declared that his 
tenant “ amounted to nothing, and so I threw 
him out.” 

The assembled farmers laughed with duti- 
ful heartiness at the imperial! “ raus-mit-ihm.” 
But Herr Sohst, the supposedly thrown out 
tenant, did not laugh. He declared that he 
was still managing the farm, and should con- 
tinue to do so under his contract. His neigh- 
bors held indignation meetings and passed 
resolutions defending Sohst from the charge 
of “amounting to nothing.” On the con- 
trary, they declared, he was an unusually 
capable farmer. 

The crown prince went to his imperial 
father. He told him what was going on, 
that the kaiser had done an injustice to a 
good man, and that it should be righted. The 
next day Herr Sohst received a decoration 
and a sum of money to compromise his rights 
under his contract. 

His ruling passion is hunting. Only a few 
months ago he published a book entitled, 
“From My Hunting Diary.” The spirit of 
the ardent hunter is apparent on every page. 

* 


Good Sport but No Champion. 

Next to hunting and soldiering come sports. 
The future ruler is an ardent sportsman. He 
has ridden as a gentleman jockey and won 
prizes, and is part owner with other officers 
of a racing stable which has many wins to 
its credit. He is a skillful yachtsman, and 
there is no doubt he would have gone to Mar- 
blehead last summer and sailed his own yacht 
in the sonder¢lass races if his father would 
have permitted it. He plays tennis fairly 
well, but, reading between the lines of a 
sycophantic description of his game published 
in a highly loyal paper during the tourna- 
ments of last summer at Zoppot, where the 
crown prince participated, one judges that he 
is no champion. “The crown prince,” said 
this naive article, “ plays an excellent game. 
His forehand stroke has not yet been per- 
fected, but when it is, and when he  sha!l 
have developed an effective backhand stroke, 
he will give a good account of himself. In 
other words, his strokes are bad, but when 
they are good he will be a good player. 

It is interesting to note in conclusion the 
crown prince’s attitude toward the Socialists. 
During his attendance at Bonn university, 
which he attended from June, 1901, until 
February, 1908, he said, speaking to workmen 
of Oels, who had tendered him an ovation: 
“You have shown through your reception of 
me that you have and will have no community 
of interest with those despicable persons 
(jene elenden) who have dared,” etc. By 
* despicable persons” he meant the Socialists. 
The official report of the speech referred to 
“those elements” (jene elemente), but that 
was not what the crown prince said or 
thought. 

Every year that keeps him from the throne 
adds to the strength of *“ those despicable per- 
sons.” They polled 35 per cent of the em- 
pire’s total vote at the reichstag elections 
in February, 1912, and the outlook is that 
their number will be greatly increased before 


the crown prince ascends the throne. Will 


he revise his opinions as to them, or as to 
the futilities of the peace prophets? 
It all rests on the lap of the gods.

‘ne side will likely be more flattened than the other. 
“The same is true of the back of the head. The child 
Should be turned over often, from side to side, and even 
be allowed to lie on her abdomen for a little while. 
Then all parts of the child's head and body will have an 
@qual chance to develop. 

Every one has seen grown people with ugly ears that 
stand out from their heads. The children of such people 
are apt to inherit similar ears, and a great deal may be 
Gone to remedy if not entirely cure this defect. Every 
time you lay the child down gently press the little ear 
on whichever side the child may be lying down flat close 
@gainst her head, and after a while you should turn her 
Over and make her lie on the other ear.

Wrong to Throw Shoulders Back. 

In the early school days of your child you must watch 
particularly the condition of her back and give her exer- 
cises to develop its strength and keep it straight, that 
she may acquire right habits of carriage.” The idea that 
a child will spontaneously outgrow round shoulders is 
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telling a child to thfow her shoulders back. There never 
was a more misleading and harmful direction for correct 
position. It results almost invariably in a throwing 
backward of the entire upper part of the trunk—one of 
the worst faults in bad carriage of the body. Prac- 
tically every child can learn to draw her shoulder 
blades ‘together, and that is what is really wanted and 
what she should be told to do. 

Some children are great readers, and they will sit 
curled up in a chair poring over a book for hours. 
When your child reads be sure that she has the right 
light to read by and insist upon her sitting in a straight 
backed chair. The light should shine from above her 
head evenly on the page. 

Shortsightedness is a common trouble among children, 
especially about the time they begin to go to school. At 
this critical period their eyes should be carefully 
watched. Sometimes it will be noticed that a child 
seems stupid at lessons, though when playing and chat- 
ting she is quite bright. If this is the case her eyes 
should be examined by an oculist, as most probably 
eye strain is the cause. If a pair of well fitting spec- 
tacles is provided at once the trouble may soon be 
stopped. :

Giving Baby a Bath. 

O you know, young mothers, that one 
of the first and most important things 
to know about your baby is how to 
bathe it properly? You may be sur- 
prised to know that many babies die 

every year because mothers and nurses do not 
realize the importance of proper bathing.’ 
This is pathetically and unfortunately true. 
And many of the so-called diseases of child- 


hood may be laid at the door of careiessness” 


and ignorance about how and when to use 
soap and water on the baby. 
Perhaps you, too, have heard that “ oid 


crony "’ idea that if a child is not bathed with 
soap and water for the first six weeks, but 
instead is kept clean with. oil, it will havea 
smooth and soft skin for life. All of which 
is perfectly absurd. 

A baby's pores must be kept free to throw 
off impurities. The dead skirc which obstructs 
the pores of the healthy skin must be re- 
moved. Water and the best quality of castile 
soap are necessary for this work. Of course 
you know that a full tub bath is nevér given 
until a child is ten days old at least. 

Directly after the child’s birth, of course, 
it is anointed with warm sweet oil. But 
within the first twelve hours a soap and 
water bath (not a tub bath, remember) ig#1ec- 
ommended for every norma! child. 


x * 
Best Time for Bathing. 


There are circumstances under which the 
daily tub bath should be omitted even after 
the alfotted ten days—in the case of feeble or 
delicate infants and in all forms of acute ill; 
ness—except by direction of the physician. 
Much harm is often done by bathing with 
soap and water, or even with water alone, in 
cases of eczema and other forms of skin dis- 
ease. But usually when a child is ten days 
old it may be given a full tub bath, prefera- 
bly in the morning. It should not be given 
until an hour after feeding Has been complet- 
ed. The best time for bathing it is between 
the first and second feedings. The bath 
should be given daily at the same hour, 

Any form of tub may be used. I havs 
found the most satisfactory one to be the 
rubber bathtub supported on a wooden frame. 
because the baby may splash about in it as 
much as he chooses with no danger of injury 
to himself by bumping up against the sides 
of the tub. 

Do remember that the room in which the 
baby is bathed should bé warm. If poseible 
there should be an open fire. Be sure that 
the water is at the proper temperature. 
Never guess at it. Measureit bya bath ther- 
mometer. 

“ For the first few weeks the temperature 
should be at 100 degrees Fahrenheit,’’ says 
Dr. L. Emmett Holt, a noted authority onthe 
care of children. ‘“* Later, during early in 
fancy, at 98 degrees; after six months, at 95 
degrees; during the second year, from 8 to 
90 degrees.”’ 

' & ® 
Supplies for the Operation. 

Have everything in readiness for the bath 
before you take the baby on your lap, so 
that it will not be necessary to stop in the 
middle of the operation. 

Besides the tub and the bath thermometer 
have ready a wash basin, a cake of the purest 
castile soap, two soft sponges (one for the 
body and limbs and one for scalp), a soft 
washcloth for the face and another for th¢ 
buttocks, talcum powder in two boxes with 
powder puffs, one for the neck and armpits 
and the other for the groins and buttocks: 
boric acid solution; a baby basket with pins, 
cotton, old linen, etc.; baby’s c'othes on a 
rack near the fire or warming on a radiator; 
a rubber apron: “ wipes’’ of old. linen or 
gauze for the eyes; plenty of soft towels and 
a soft blanket; two bags for the s.‘!ed ar- 
ticles. 

Now, then, sit in a corner of the room out 
of the way of drafts and firet lay the rubber 
apron on your lap. Over this spread a woolen 


i blanket and thenasofttowel. Take the baby .

on your lap, undressed all except diaper and 
binder. Cover its little body with the folds 
of the towel on which it lies. Gently wash 
the eyes with the pieces of soft linen and a 
lukewarm solution of boric acid—one tea- 
spoonful to one quart of water. Use a sepa- 
rate piece for each eye. 

Next wash the face gently and quickly 
with a soft cloth and soap. Be careful not to 
get any soap in the baby’s eyes. 

Now remove the diaper and binder. Into 
one of the paper bags throw the soiled arti- 
cles for the laundry. Into the other throw 
the articles to be burned (eye wipes, cord 
dressing, pieces of cotton, etc.). Soap the 
baby’s body thoroughly and quickly with the 
body sponge. The baby must be soaped and 
washed on your lap until he is able to sit up; 
after which it may be done inthe tub. After 
the soaping place the wee mite in the tub 
with its body .well supported by your left 
hand. With the right hand wash him off. 
Let him remain in the tub abopt three min- 
utes. Then lift him out and dry him rapidly 
with a soft towel, but with little rubding. 

Sprinkle powder on the buttdécks and in the 
creases in the thighs, under the arms, and on 
the neck, using separate powder puffs. Then 
baby is ready to be dressed again. 

I made a discovery with my oldest little 
girl, Martha, who because of her extremely 
delicate: condition was unable to take a full 
tub bath until she was five weeks old. The 
result was the tub bath terrified her at first. 
I found that by laying a towel across the top 
of the tub, quite covering it, I could gradually 
lower her into the water without fright or 
fear on her part.

Some Mothers’ Problems. 


“Dear Mrs. Lee: My baby of six and a j 


half months is continually rubbing his left 
ear. I have examined it closely and there 
does ~mot seem to be anything the matter 
with it, neither does it seem to pain him when 
I touch it. I shall be pleased if you could 
give me any reason as to the cause of rub- 
bing. Mrs. B."’ 

It would be difficult for me to give a reason 
for the rubbing unless I knew the entire con- 
dition of the ear. It would be much the safer 
thing to do to have the baby examined by a 
doctor. The internal ear is a complicated 
piece of mechanism and requires to be looked 
into with an instrument called a speculum in 
order to examine it properly. I would take 
no chances if I were you, for deafness ‘is a 
mecst disabling thing, and it often follows 
neglect of the ear in childhood.

** Dear Mrs. Lee: My little daughter's eyes 
are rather inflamed and formed with crusts. 
Is it advisable to see a doctor about them?

Certainly it is. In the meantime bathe the 
eyes frequently with boric solution—one tea- 
spoonful of powdered boric acid ina pint of 
hot water, Use just warm. Inflamed eyes 
generally denote poor health. Give lots of 
nourishment.

* Dear Mrs. Lee: Owing to advice I have 
never given baby sugar in her food. Is sugar 
really so injurious? Mrs. J. 8.” 

So far from being injurious, sugar—in mod- 
eration, of course—is a necesasry article of 
food for children. Unless the baby is ill or 
in some state of health when sugar would be 
injurious the advice given to you was not 
good. ;

** Dear Mrs. Lee: I don’t know what to do 
with my little son, aged 8. I\have to scold 
him all the time to get him to do anything 
right, such as keeping himself clean and so 
on. I get sd out of patience at times! What 
could you suggest? D.C. J." 

I have found that a much better way of 
teaching children good habits than to be con- 
stantly scolding them isto give them a little 
praise. By this I mean, of course, only when 
praise ig due them. So many mothers are 
sharp with their little ones when they are 
doing anything wrong, however slight it may 
be, and quite overlook the right things they 
do. Try this planthat I have found a success- 
ful one: Praise your boy when he has taken 
the trouble to! make himself lock extra clean 
and tidy or to do anything extra well, in- 
stead of noticing every time he is not up to 
the mark. Gradually he will begin to look 
for that little word of praise and always make 
an effort to do and look his best to earn it.

The New Girl. 


S there anybody in the world more pa- 
thetic or forlorn than the girl worker on 
her first day in an office? Can you think 
of the first day of your first position with- 
out a lump rising in your throat and a 

shiver of self-pity? There isn’t a working 
woman of my acquaintance who can speak of 
her debut in the world of work without re- 
calling the misery and loneliness of it. It is 
one of the big steps in a woman’s life, and it’s 
natural that the memory of it remains vivid 
always—the fright, the self-consciousness 
the numbness, and the dumbness. 

The first day in a new position is an ordeal 
even to a business woman of experience, 
adaptability, and capability, and to the girl 
beginner it’satorment. The other workersin 
the office have all the assurance in the world. 
They know how to do their work and someof 
them even seem to enjoy the performance. 
They know their way about the place. 
They're people who possess knowledge, the 
power of judgment, and determination. They 
know how to signal the elevators. They’re 
not afraid of the office boy. And, most to be 
envied, they have friends. 

The realization of the distress, akin to ter- 
ror, of the new girl ought to serve a purpose. 
We are sympathetic and we might, if we took 
the trouble, be neighborly. In few offices is 
the discipline so strict that it would not be 
possible tosaya few words of encouragement 
to the new fellow employé. Ifshe’sa stenog- 
rapher the first dictation is going. to be a 
worry, and if you can give a tip which will 
lessen the difficulties of it be generous and 
pass it along. It’s uncomfortable to give bits 
of advice when there is danger of seeming 
officious, but it’s kind to take the risk if you 
can save the little-girl-afraid-of-her-boss 
embarrassment or misapprehension.

‘* Mushing It’ in Alaska. 


trict in Alaska a few years ago I was one of 
a party of four going up into the interior. 
We were ‘‘ mushing it ’’—that is, walking the 
trail with our camp outfit, ‘‘ grub,’’ etc. on 
our backs, each man carring from fifty to 
seventy-five pounds. 

We had reached a point about 100 miles 
from the coast, where the river narrowed 
down to a width you could throw a stone 
across, The walle rose sheer to a height of 
300 or 400 feet, and above this was a moun- 
tain that was almost impossible to get 
around.

The main work of the society is the investi- 
gauon and after care of patients who have 
been discharged from hospitals and whose 

are insufficient to secure the nourish- 

ing food and country air so necessary to bring 
them back to perfect health. Many patients 
of this sort are eared for annually. The or- 
genization has found it advisable to make 
donations of milk and eggs instead of money 
for the reason that in many cases the money 
given for the purpose of feeding the patient 
properly has been used for other purpogea, 
then, too, better milk and eggs can be sup- 
ed at a much lower cost than they could 
be bought by the individual In 1913 the so- 
diety spent $3,226.17. for milk and $1,499.68 for 
eggs) Cash relief is given for patients at 
state amd county institutions, hoWever, 
where it will be spent properly for warm 
clothing, transportation, extra delicacies, 
etc., and §877 was spent in this way last year, 

As segregation is the only real safeguard 
against contagion in tuberculosis, the society 
aims not only to remove the patient from his 
family and keep him in some institution until 
cured, but algo to improve sanitation in the 
homes where the disease is found or is likely 
to develop. Puny children found in such sur- 
roundings are immediately sent to open air 
schools and furnished with the necessary 
clothing and extra food needed for an outdoor 
life,

When it is impossible to remove the pa- 
tients to institutions provision is made for 
them at home by the building of sleeping 
porches, donations of bedding, free medical 
advice, etc. If the patient has relatives in 
the country where he could be better cared 
for transportation is cheerfully furnished 
him. Over $650 was used in 1913 for these 
various purposes. “ 

These are only a few of the activities of the 
Jewish Consumptives’ Relief society, and be- 
sides it hopes to build in the near future a 
much needed sanitarium for consumptives. 
The cornerstone is already laid and the land 
was purchased last year at a cost of $4,412, 
It is on the corner of Belmont and Fiftieth 
avenues.

R. AND MRS. JAMES LEES LAID- 
£: LAW, weil known as two ofthe most 
enthusiastic and loyal suffrage 
workers in America, brought en- 
cotraging news of Montana and 
Nevada, two states where the suffrage ques- 
tion will be submitted to the voters in 1914, 
when they arrived in Chicago last Thursday 
morning. They paid an exceedingly short 
visit here, only long enough to talk with 
Miss Jane Addams, Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen, 
and Mrs. Medill McCormick over the tel- 
phone and to chat for a few moments with 
Mri.

He 
said thet the receipts of the eight affiliated theaters are 40 per 
cent larger this year than last, and Le produced, in confidence, the 
figures to prove it. The motion pictures, .e believed, are a stim- 
ulant to playgoing; they create a craving for the more complete 
representations of the theaters. Thus, in Chicago, where the 
cinema ig most numerously patronized, the theater’s prosperity is 
greater than it is in any other American city; a letter from Mr. 
Charles Frohman was shown congratulating Mr. Powers on this 
fact. 

Another cause of better attendance, said Mr. Powers, is the 
growth of transient patronage. Evidently the theater has become 
the most important item of our vast hospitality to the wayfarer 
since recent restrictions were put upon various other schemes 
of arban entertainment. Mr. Powers can identify with accuracy, 
through sales at the hotels and orders by mail, 33 1-3 per cent of 
those who go to the play in Chicago as visitors. To the revolu- 
tionary edict which eliminated the pass, also, Mr. Powers attrib- 
utes a Wholesome effect upon thé box office.

By-Products of a Novelist; — 
Publicity as Panacea for Evil. 
By Robert Herrick. oN 


least we are told so by the press, which is the chief agency 

of publicity, and our statesmen seem to have cccepted it 

as a primal fact. The way to get a bill through congress 
is “ publicity.” The way to teach honesty to railroad presidents - 
is “ publicity.” The way to discover a cure for cancer is again 
“publicity.” Like the X-ray and radium, our new cure for all 
social! ills contains undeveloped properties that may furnish us 
surprises. The trouble seems to be to get a perfectly pure 
brand of publicity, untainted by secret influences and private 
design. However, it is not my purpose to discuss social pab- 
licity. I am enough a child of my times to accept publicity ia 
all social activities as the only method of running such a complex 
concern as our modern democratic state. What interests me 
more is the application of publicity.to the private person—what 
may be called personal publicity. 

There is a lot of thet these days, too, as cvery one know’, 
From chewing gum ‘to opera singers, the ene cesire seems to be 
to get as much publicity as possible. Our eyes are assaulted by 
a thousand billboards wherever they light; our minds, even ip 
the pursuit of literature, are enticed by the -rtful framework of 
publicity that surrounds the text in our leading magazines. Pub- 
licity is flashed upon us from myriad lights at night. s’rivacy 
the modern world seems to abhor like a vacuum, 

Any one who undertakes to address the public in any form ig 
supposed to depend upon “ publicity” for sucess. Many stories 
are told of the ingenious methods employed by “ press agents” a 
to attract public attention, not to “goods” but to artists and 4 
men of letters. Certain famous writers of our day are celebrated 
for their ability “to draw the limelight.” Yet there is a dis- 
tinction between publicity for one’s work and -ersonal publicity - 
—a distinction that I think is worth setting up again for a few 
brief moments.

But there is no present danger of our ac- 
cumulating anything like so large a quantity 
as a ton of radium,-for it takes a ton of pitch- 
blende to yield two grains of radium, and the 
process of extraction is costly enough to dis- 
courage even the Standard Oil company from 
trying to make factories for producing it. 

Another estimate was that it required 150 
tons of the mineral pitchblendeé to make an 
ounce of radium. Fancy fifteen carloads of 
anything exchanged for something else the 
size of a marble. Diamonds might be figured 
if arbitrary values were admitted, but ra- 
dium cannot be compared with diamonds. 
For one thing, if radium were laid away ip 
a safety vault and the owner wore imitation 
radium at a charity ball, the safety vault 
company would) object to a section of hades 
imperiling the depositors’ valuables, and 
radium has only invisible rays, but real 
enough to work havoc upon human tissues.

In this respect resembling the Roentgen 
rays, both radium and the X-ray being 
handled safely only by using leaden shields.

The German professor, Roentgen, in 1895 
found that electricity passing through a 
Crookes’ tube, resembling our Edison incan- 
descent light bulbs, from which the air is 
exhausted, allowed to shine upon a photo- 
graph platé wrapped up in materials opaque 
to ordinary light passage, imprinted pictures 
upon the plate, even though the rays passed 
through a human body before reaching the 
g noel next step was when the French pro- 
fessor, Becquerel, in 1896, found that the 
element uranium, or minerals containing t, 
acted somewhat as did the X-rays in pho- 
tographing in the dark, with the added ad- 
vantage that uranium required no light from 
any source but itself. : 

Then Mme. Curie and others examined 
the known elements for radio-activity, and 
thorium she ascertained was radio-active, 
and that bismuth and barium were also, but 
only when in pitchblende. Then she found 
a new element, polonium, she named after 
her native Poland. But it is of little con- 
sequence, for its action is feeble, and it 
cannot be found in any satisfactory quan- 
tity. The element thorium was in use to 
help out the luminosity of Welsbach gas 
mantles, and this radio-active element may 
prove useful in treating cancers, some lit- 
erature on the subject being sent to phy- 
sicians by the Squibb manufacturers.

Uranium stands out as the parent of ra- 
dium with an intermediate mineral sub- 
stance found by’ Boltwood of America and 
called ionium. 

In 1908 Mme. Curie found that radio-active 
minerals contained either uranium or thor- 
ium, and pitchblende had most of all. Chal- 
colite, a double phosphate of copper -and 
uranium; autuntite, double phosphate of cal- 
cium and uranium, were one and a fifth 
times more radio-active than uranium, and 
she compounded the mineral -chalcolite. 

Radto-activity is found universally in 
many minerals and waters, in air and on 
soil and rocks. Spring water at Madison, 
Wis., reported in Academy of Science record 
for 1909, page 1245, was particularly radio- 
active. The hot springs of Arkansas meas- 
ured by the electroscope varied from one 
to 500 times in strength of this influence. 
Travertine tn the Mammoth Hot Springs of 
the National park, contains radium in ap- 
preciable amounts. Carnotite contains it, 
a mineral found in the western part of Colo- 
rado. It is a light canary colored powder 
sprinkled through sandstone. 

Austria does not allow pitchblende from 
the Joachimsthal region to be exported, and 
the United States government is being urged 
to conserve such mineral deposits as prom- 
ise radium yields, instead of permitting spec- 
ulators to monopolize such accumulations 
of natural resources. Already some Colo- 
rado regions are agitated over the discover- 
ies of radium ores. <Autontite and carno- 
tite are recent geological farmations con- 
taining uranium, the parent of radium, in 
small quantities.

Radium excites radio-activity in other sub- 
stances by mere contact. Rubbing the ra- 
dio-active article with sand paper the sub- 
stance loses much that the sand paper gains 
in radio-activity. The three thousand mil- 
lionth of a grain of radium may be recog- 
nized by its effects.

itself? If from within, then it.is trans- 
mutation of the element, into another kind of 
atom and element. .Certain other elements, 


such as uranium, bismuth, thorium, polon- }’ 


ium, actinium, and especially lead, are in- 
variably associated with radium in the min- 
erals containing it, and there was strong 
grounds for suspecting that if radium was 
a transmuting element then common every- 
day lead was the stopping place of the 
changes of one element into another; a 
reversal’ of the old alchemist idea of pro- 
ducing nobler from baser metals. Here 
we have the valuable, hard to find radium 
winding up in a material used by the plumber, 
not supposed to be valuable till he sends 
in his bill. 

Much, but not all, of the mystery of ra- 
dium and its congeners, was accounted for 
when instead of any radio-active element be- 
ing everlasting, each was found to have 
a definite life term before complete disin- 
tegration; half of that is called its period; 
that of uranium being five times the ninth 
power of ten years, with atomic weight of 
239; radium having an atomic weight of 
225 and life term of 2,500 years before its 
radio-activity falls to half its initial energy. 

Thorium weighs 232 and its period is a 
hundred million years, and the atomic weight 
of polonium is 210 and its life is only 202 days, 
@ remarkable difference from the life of 
uranium fixed by Rutherford at 8,000 million 
years, being constantly found with its off- 
spring radium in the proportion of one of 
radium to 3,200,000. 


-O- 

Finding radio-active matter so generally 
dispersed raised the supposition that matter 
in general may be more or less radio-active, 
just as all substances conduct electricity, 
some much better than others, rubber being 
among the worst conductors, an insulator. 
The effects of radio-activity upon plants and 
animals are being studied, but time enough 
has not passed to tabulate much, particularly 
as to what diseases are affected. 

These radium substances give off a gas 
constantly that’can be collected and poured 
out from a container at will; this gas is called 
emanation, and it passes out in “‘ cascades,” 
a definite volume going off and its energy 
dying away, but, remarkably enough, an- 
other gas is formed—helium, with its atomic 
weight of four, a gas that was found in the 
sun, by spectroscopic means, long before 
anything was heard of radium. 

There are three emanation rays from 
The 
first ray appears to be helium itself, and 
may be kept from passing by thin paper. 
The second rays pass through tin foil with 
ease, but have less electrical effect than the 
first or alpha rays. The third, or gamma 
rays, pass through a solid foot of iron or six 
inches of lead. 

Notwithstanding the fact that different 
materials appear at stated intervals dur- 
ing @¢manation of the radium gas, chemists 
claim that it is not transmutation, the old 
alchemists’ dream achieved; but they grace- 
fully acknowledge that what it is remains 
to be explained. Multiple disintegration is 
the tentative name given the phenomena, 
and will answer for the present, just as it 
would fora grocery store on fire to send down 
its chute in cascadés or gobs, potatoes, then 
turnips, then bread, then 40 cent a pound 
butter, and finally 50 cent a dozen eggs, all 
through the same conductor from one store. 
Maybe radium will give us all these things 
after a while.

Now, with all due reverence for Schumann, 
Schubert, and Chopin, there can be no ques- 
tion but that they, too, were amateurs—the 

test amateurs the art has known, but 
amateurs still. That is, they were men en- 
dowed with genius but comparatively un- 
trained, and, in the case of Schumann, in- 
capable of receiving a training inthe technic 
of the art. They were subjective composers 
who wrote music as they felt it, without 
conscious conformance to preconceived de- 
sign; wherefore they were most successful 
in small forms, in forms which could be con- 
geived subconsciously and executed intui- 
tively. 

They all were song writers, Schubert, 
Schumann, and Chopin, though Chopin 
wrote his songs for the piano, for which 
instrumem he not only had phenomenal 
natural gifts but manifested great skill in 
fitting hig ideas to its idfom He had a 
gualier comprehension of its possibilities 
than Liset; nor did he discover auch acoustic 
effects az have been developed by Debussy, 
Ravel, and other modern writers. But 
though one must deny him that mastery of 
the technic that pertains to the greater 
forms of composition, one must concede to 
him the possession of it in all that pertained 
to the smaller forms and to the instrument. 

But technic has slight place in the art of 
Schubert and Schumann—that is, conscious 
place. Their melodies are as spontaneous 
as those of the German folk songs they so 
closely resembie. If any one is disposed to 
question this resemblance, let him make 
comparison between euch well known ex- 
emples of German folk song as “‘ Liebchen 
Ade,” “ Hanéwerkerburschen’s Abschied,’ 
“Ich hatt’ ein’ Kameraden,” or any other 
ft @ thousand songs of the German people, 
with the simpler Schubert and Schumann 
melodies, such as “ The Linden Tree,” “‘ Der 
Nussbaum,”" and “‘ Die swei Grenadiere.” 
The similarity of idiom is unmistakable. 

h is worth noting that those Schubert 
‘gongs in which technic has become both con- 
scious and highly developed are the ones 
rarely sung in public—those in the last vol- 
ume of the Edition Peters. The wealth of 
imagination here unfolded, as well as the 
great originality of harmonic setting, are 
sufficient barriers to repel the singers, great 
and small. Doubitess the general public 
would be repelled in like measure, and for the 
mame reason, one amateur being much like 


_ Snother. When Schubert or Schumann seem 


to heve Become conscious of the. defining 
powers of lyric melod'y as joined to an asso- 
slated text; when they too accurately specify 
ami particularize the melody’s power of 
characterization through the supporting ac- 
compeniment, they have lost touch with the 
singer and his publia So long as they have 
sustained expression that is spontaneous, 


~“mibjective, subconscious, and intuitive, they 


have spoken directly to the hearts of all men. 
Schubert died just as he was awakening 
to & realization of his shortcomings. What 
bong-symphonies he might have written 
with a perfected technic of composition to 
guide his inspiration into the greater forms 
of the art can only be guessed at from the 
Beauties of his “ Unfinished’’ work in B 
minor. Even his songs would not have been 
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discovered by the gemeration that imme- 
diately followed him had there not lived 
and worked in Leipsic during the years 1830- 
'46 an energetic and much hated music critic, 
named Robert Schumann, whose services 
to his great predecessor._and to his con- 
temporaries, Mendelssohn dnd Chopin, are 
recorded in an important chapter of the art’s 
history. 

But Schumann only recognized kindred 
spirits in Schubert and Chopin. Like them, 
he was poet and dreamer, true musi maker 
of the subjective type. Though no tech- 
nician, Schumann was So brilliant a writer 
that even Mendelssohn protested—or affected 
the belief—that he (Schumann) was only a 
literary man, and professed great surprise 
when people began to talk of him as a com- 
poser. It is said that they talked quite un- 
kindly of him in this capacity, even sug- 
gesting that the publishers only accepted 
his compositions because they feared his 
power as a critic. Thus it may be noted 
that even a century ago the critic was a 
friendless person and distrusted. 

Those same publishers eventually made a 
great deal of money out of his piano compo- 
sitions and his songs. Now tradition credits 
‘that Schumann understood that instrument. 
the piano ad its idiom that distinguished 
Chopin. Even so distinguished an authority 
as Weingartner—who is no pianist—assumes 
Schumann with the same gifts in regard to 
In fact, Schumann wrote most unpianistical- 
ly. He was one of those unfortunates with- 
out technical sense. He demanded acous- 
tic impossibilities of pedal. He put his 
music awkwardly upon the keyboard and set 
it impossibly for the orchestra. He could 
elaborate his ideas only by the meansof that 
most commonplace of methods—the justly 
déspised' sequence. He was the greatest of 
the amateurs or the most amateurish of the 
geniuses, Yet his music lives because its 
melodies are but the translated and glorified 

songs of a great music loving people.

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.nother race is resented by those who love 
ichumann—and I protest a love for much of 
his music—perhaps the criticigm of Felix 
Weingartner in regard to Schumann's sym- 
phonies may be accepted with less antag- 
onism. In his admirable work, “‘ The Post- 
Beethoven Symphonists,” he writes: 

“It was only when 380 years of age that 
Schumann turned towards the larger forms 


liant figure of Mendelssohn, endowed in all 
musical branches with a facility which made 
all his works seem play to him, appeared 
early as an ideal to the eyes of Schumann, 
casting its influence on the life and career of 
the young composer, not, unfortunately, for 
his good. In his efforts to follow in the traces 
of Mendelssohn, to attain to the latter's de- 
gree of perfection, I might say, to become a 
classic, his fundamental nature was to some 
extent damaged, and he could never have 
equaled his model. A foreign element, az it 
were, grafted upon him—precisely that Men- 
delssohnian perfection which he tried in vain 
to attain—later on took from his works that 
spontaneity and lifelike quality which s0 
charms us in his earlier compositions, 

** Those natural gifts which, in the smaller 
forms, produced such excellent results, fell 
to pieces in the larger ones: the ideas are 
not any richer; on the contrary, they are 
more meager and threadbare: he wished to 
give more than he possessed. In spite of 
that, his production was astonishingly large 
and varied in this second period of his career. 
There are not, it must be remarked, many 
forms of music at which he did not try his 
hand. 

‘In accordance with his free thinking tend- 
encies, he had a great antipathy to the idea of 
composnig biblical oratorios. So he chose 
as subjects secular poems, such as Goethe’s 
‘Faust,’ and produced works which stand 
as a sort of compromise between the opera 
and the oratorio. Besides numerous songs, 
many of which may be counted amongst the 
most distinguished ever written, he com- 
posed concertos, all kinds of chamber music. 
musical dramas, an opera, and also, it is un- 
necessary to add, some symphonies. 

‘‘ Now I must expect to be considered an 
errant heretic, for I am going to confess 
frankly that I do not count’ Schumann’s 
symphonies amongst his important works. 

‘*In his piano pieces his characteristic is 
the invention of little, very expressive 
themes, which he varied and used in an ez 
ceedingly brilliant manner. But in his 
symphonies he does not come out as well 
with these little themes, although they often 
spring from a warm and beautiful senti- 
ment, : 

‘If you study in detail his orchestral works 
you will find that frequently he had to resort 
to repetitions of separate bars in order to 
carry on the thread of his discourse, because 
the theme is too small. What is more, that 
theme is often composed of such repetitions. 

‘‘ By such tonic repetitions which, natural- 
ly, are also rhythmic, his larger orchestral 
works easily become monotonous. 

‘One could reply to this theory of mine by 
saying that the theme of Beethoven's fifth 
symphony is even smaller than those of 


| Schumann, but there is this essential differ- 


ence between thetwo: that Beethoven, after 
the first two short expositions of the four 
note subject, handied it so that a distinct and 
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single melody is given out from beyond the 
organ point in the first violins, and the repeti- 
tion of the theme on A flat F up to the begin- 
ning of the counter subject (entry of horns in 
E flat); the theme is only used by the melody 
as a link of the rhythmic chain, and, properly 
speaking, it is not necessary for its prolonga- 
tion; whereas, with Schumann, the sound 


' ptructure is only upheld in a semblance of 


solidity by the repetition of the theme, and 
the adoption of phrases which often have no 
raison d'etre in the organic whole. 


“This weakness of Schumann is particu- 
larly noticeable in his first movements, and 
even more in the finales of his symphonies, 
which are noisy and commonplace, with the 
exception of the one in B flat major, which, 
though of little importance, is graceful on 
account of its principal theme. Involuntarily 
we aak ourselves why the end of a Schumann 
symphony always engenders a feeling of 
unheppiness, whereas in a Beethoven sym- 
phony such is never the case; the reason is, 
I think, that in Beethoven's music the happi- 
mess results from psychological necessity, 
from gréat grief previously conquered, as in 
the fifth and ninth symphonies, or else ‘is 
bound in with the fundamental character of 
the work, as in the seventh symphony. 

“ The grandiose, broad adagio of Beethoven 
is replaced in Schumann’s works with grace- 
ful, pretty intermezzi, which would be much 
better for the piano than for the orchestra. 

‘Generally speaking, a Schumann sym- 
phony produces more effect when well played 
as a piano duet than in the concert room. 
Thereasen is,as the most fervent admirers of 
the master dare not refuse to acknowledge 
nowadays, that Schumann had not the slight- 
est idea of handling an orchestra, either as 
director or in writing for it. He nearly al- 
ways employed the full band, seldom trying 
to group the different bodies of instruments 
according to the individual ‘ timbre.’ 


‘With an almost childlike lack of skill, he 
thought he could produce a fullness and 
power of sound by doubling the parts. His 
instrumentation became, through this, so 
thick and dull that if it were played as he 
marked it nothing of any meaning would be 
given out by the orchestra, and it would be 
as impossible to produce a true forte as an 
expressive pianissimo, 

‘* Comparing, from the standpoint of a con- 
ductor, the amount of work required before 
rendering a Schumann symphony, the diffi- 
culty of the study and the number of re- 
hearsals, with the result finally obtained, a 
feeling creeps over me such as I should expe- 
rience in the presence of one whose love I 
was seeking but could not find. No beauty 
or light radiates from this dull mass of in- 
struments, which, however, is immediately 
transformed by the performance, even, of 
one of Mendelssohn's simplest pieces. 


‘It would seem as if Schumann's sympho- 
nies were written for the piano, and ar- 
ranged, ‘not well, alas!—for the orchestra, 
Certainly they contain some true flights of 
genius, beautiful, soul stirring (because soul 
felt) passages which recall the early period 
of the composer, as, for instance, in the in- 
troduction to the B flat major symphony, 
which promises great results. The following 
first movement falls back again into his cus- 
tomary uniformity of rhythm and tiresome 
repetitions. The middle movements have 
more value than the first; except the first trio 
of the Scherzo, which is quite insignificant 
and shows up terribly the weakness of Schu- 
mann in symphonic writing. The best move- 
ment in the four Schumann symphonies, to 
my idea, is the Adagio Expressivo of the one 
in C major, with its violin phrase, soaring, as 
it were, to heaven, only to descend to earth 
again almost immediately.”

In one sense a one cylinder motor develops 
power one stroke out of four, or one-fourth of 
the time. But according to this a six cylin- 
der motor would develop power six-fourths 
of the time, which is, of course, absurd. The 
fact is the power strokes on the six overlap, 
since each cylinder has one power stroke out 
of four, or every two revolutions. Asa mat- 
ter of practical application the motor as a 
whole delivers power continuously. The fly- 
wheel stores up energy, or inertia, on the 
working stroke and gives it out over the idle 
stroke. Five cylinder motors are not usedin 
automobiles; they are used in flying craft. 
Some years ago an Jowa concern, the Adams- 
Farwell company, made a car with five cylin- 
der revolving motor.

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Show Boosts Local Power Boat 


By Reed L. Parker. 


HE Coliseum is for this week the motor 
boat center of the world. With the 
finest products of the greatest Ameri- 
can engine and boat builders on exhi- 
bition the first annual Chicago National 
Motor Boat show opened its doors yesterday 
for a run of a week. Not only are craft of 
the latest design picked from all parts of 
the union to be seen, but yachtsmen and mo- 
tor boat men from all over the country have 
assembled for the greatest gathering those 
interested in yachting and motor boating 
have ever seen here. There are few men 
famous inthe twin games who are notin Chi- 
cago this week for the show. There is no 
boat or engine construction which is not ex- 
hibited in some manner or other. And there 
are few if any boating organizations in the 
country unrepresented by members if not by 
delegates. 

Three years ago the speed boat game was 
brought to Chicago and this part of the coun- 
try was shown what could be done with the 
fast boats which had become fashionable. 
This aroused interest in all Kinds of boating 
and the cruising interests which had lain 
dormant for years were awakened into activ- 
ity. Boat after boat was brought to Chicago 
and the city placed on the motor boating map. 
The National Association of Engine and 


Boat Manufacturers sent Ira Hand, secretary 


of the organization, here a year ago to look 
over the ground. Mr. Hand was impressed 
with the prospects and it was decided at the 


next meeting of the body to place a show in 
Chicago which would be national in scope and 


show at one glance what has been done in 
marine construction in the last decade. 

The Coliseum has been’ turned into a 
‘Venice.’ The setting for the show was 
suggested by the fact that the motor boat is 
displacing the famed gondolas on the canals 
of the ancient mistress of the Adriatic. The 
best of scenic artists have been at work for 
a week on the interior of the Coliseum and 
have completed their work ontime. The train 
of thirty-five cars carrying the motor boats 
from the New York show has been unloaded 
and the exhibits put in place, together with 
the scores of other carloads from different 
parts of the country. 

A feature of the show its the nagnificent 
showing which the newer concerns which 
have sprung up in the Mississippi valley and 
along the great lakes are making. Fresh and 
salt water builders are meeting on a c®°me- 
mon ground and for the first time will be 
able to see the progress which boat and 
engine building is making in all parts of the 
country. 

The boating movement which has swept 
over the country in the last ten years is close- 
ly watched by the United States govern- 
ment. The federal authorities know that 
the naval battles of the future will be fought 
more by the mechanics than by the old time 
cut and thrust sea fighters. It knows that 
the inland waters of the country can be the 
finest training grounds possible for a race 
ef expert boatmen who will be able to handle 
any kind of a boat, and will therefore be the 
best material from which to recruit the 
sea fighters of the future. A man who can 
handle an engine is as valuable in the navy 
now as was the most agile topman in the days 
of the square riggers.

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Chicago boating organizations have rallied 
to the support of the show. The Chicago 
Motor Boat club, the South Shore Power Boat 
club (these two organizations admit to mem- 
bership only those who own motor boats), 
the Associated Yacht and Power Boat Clubs 
of America, the Columbia Yacht club, the 
Mississippi Valley Power Boat association, 
the Chicago Yacht club, and the famous 
Order of the Barnacles will have special 
nights and headquarters at the show. 


Next Saturday night, the last of the shuw, 
the Barnacles, will initiate sevcral hundred 
yachting and motor boat enthusiasts into the 
mysteries of the order. It is expected there 
will be a thousand prominent yachtsmen 
from all parts of the couhtry at the biggath- 
ering at the Hotel La Salle after the show 
ends. Clusters have be¢én formed «ll around 
the lakes, but salt water has yet’ to havea 
group. Seventy-five members of the Mil- 
waukee cluster, parent body of the order, 
will be in Chicago to make the special initia- 
tions. | 

The officers of the National Association of 
Engine and Boat Manufacturers, under 
whose auspices the show is being held, are 
John J. Amory, president; Henry R. Sut- 
phen, first vice president; W. H. Mullins, 
second vice president; C. A. Criqui, third vice 
president; James Craig, treasurer; and Ira 
Hand, sccretary. 

In speaking of the show Mr. Sutphen said: 

“After a visit 1 paid to Chicago and the 
middle west last spring I became confident 
that a motor boat show here would be a suc- 
cess, but I was not prepared for the results 
which have been obtained. Had any one told 
me the Chicago show would be as big as the 
New York exhibition, which has been held 
for ten years in the heart of the sport in 
Amerita, I could not have believed it. But 
the manner in which the western builders 
and manufacturers have rallied to the sup- 
port of the exposition shows how things are 
done in the west.”

the Hearst man said, lighting the cigaret I 


had given him, “ Well, I ain’t afraid to tell 
my boss I ain’t got no story,” and forthwith 
departed. His grammar might not be above 
reproach, but he was the only gentleman I 
met during that experience with publicity. 
True to his| word, he printed exactly what I 
said to him-—that the book was its own apol- 
ogy. ; 
— 


t deibnitihe how I kept off the streets that 
week, ashamed to look my acquaintances in 
the face after what seemed to me the inde- 
cent personal exposure to which I and mine 
had been subjected. I came from a part of 
our country, where even today it is consid- 
ered somewhat disgraceful ‘‘ to get into the 
newspapers’ for any cause. When I did 
venture back into the city I remember aoe 
gratefully the remark of a genial young 
lawyer, a@ neighbor: “I see the paper: t 
after you about your book. They got me 
last week!” He grinned sympathetically. 
I saw that he regarded it all as a disagree- 
able joke, like having a pail of dirty water 
dumped on ofie’s head by a privileged prac- 
tical joker, His common sense attitude 
heartened me tremendously. My friends, I 
saw, would understand how I had become 
an unwilling victim of |the national habit of 
publicity and would! think little of it. 

Perhaps this experience of a week's maul- 
ing at the hands of irresponsible reporters 
was a good thing, toughening my ski 
lousing me all over, which is a/ necessary 
initiation for whomsoever has anything to 
sell to the public. Americans must inure 
themselves |to this process of abuse, mis- 
representation, and personal ridicule. It is 
all a part of the day’s wash with us. At 
any rate it helped me to take the next bad 
dose, which came a few years later after 
the publication of -‘‘ Together,’’ and was 
much more prolonged and virulent. -That

journalistic drubbing swept the country and | 
permeated into the remoter rural districts, 
but I shall not take the time to recall it here. 
When it was over I was case hardened, proof 
against any form of publicity. 

Butiis it a good thing altogether to be indif- 
ferent to public attack? Is it good for the 
individual and for the public? Doesn't the 
press lose respect for its power by its indis- 
criminate and trivial. ‘‘ personal publicity '’? 
Even our “‘ malefactors of great wealth ”’ 
s00hH grow a skin that is impervious to all 
expression of public opinion. I wonder if in 
this way the public does not suffer. 

~o- 

I pass over the obvious injustices done to 
both my books by this kind of publicity, 
which was the first thing I thought of at the 
time. No doubt ail the journalistic splutter 
helped to sell a few hundred more copies of 
“The Web of Life’’ than might otherwise 
have been sold, at least at once.» But I can- 
not agree with the opinion of a veteran news- 
paper man—the owner and editor of a Chi- 
cago paper—who said to me by way of con- 
solation the first time I saw him after the 
attack: ‘‘ Sure, it’s the best thing that ever 
happened to you. Next time you write a 
book folks will know who you are!” 

That is the usual view of personal publicity, 
and I believe it is quite short sighted. The 
kind of notoriety that ‘‘ The Web of Life’’ 
got locally and ‘‘ Together ’’ got nationally 
is a really bad thing for the reputation ofa 
Instead of welcoming such 
publicity the sincere novelist should fear it 
like the plague. The taint of sensationalism 
is hard enough to avoid at the best in our 
modern life, and once acquired is hard to live 
down. 


Only the other day one of our best known 
young college presidents took occasion in my 


‘hearing to condemn Normarm Hapgood for 


his supposed remarks in an Anthony Com- 
stock book trial in New York. ‘*‘ He should 
not do that sort of thing,” my friend said. 

‘“*Do you suppose that he did say those 
things that are printed in this morning’s dis- 
patch?” I asked him in surprise at his 
nalveté. 


** Well, I don’t know,’’ he admitted hastily, 
recollecting probably cases of forced publici- 
ty where he had figured himself. 

* Then why do you condemn him?’® 

“O well,” he said slightly, ‘‘ Hapgood 
ought not expose hismelf to such misrepre- 
sentation. What did he go there for?” 

And there you have a good illustration of 
another evil resulting from personal pub- 
licity, or rather two evils at once. My 
friend, the college president, really did accept 
as truth the newspaper version of Mr. Hap- 
good’s remarks about immoral books, though 
he knew better, and in the second place he 
displayed what is coming to be a prevalent 
habit of timidity about committing oneself in 
public. Men who have been through the mill 
are afraid to express themselves frankly for 
fear of misrepresentation. Publicity makes 
cowards of us all! 

s me 

I believe, however, that our American life 
is slowly improving in this matter of silly 
personal publicity. The better sort of news- 
papers no longer find it worth while to tease 
rag dolis even in the summer season. The 
day of Triggs I hope and believe has passed 
forever out of American journalism, to 
which it was a brutal disgrace. There was 
personal publicity for you! For years a 
really innocent and inoffensive man was 
hounded day and night, and his reputation 
chewed before the public, for no other reason 
so far as any one could seeexcept fora facul- 
ty—not uncommon—of saying the obvious ina 
rather solemn and pretentious manner. He 
was pursued from one obscurity to another 
and at last hunted out of the community alto- 
gether I believe. The New York Sun started 
this brilliant game of hunt Triggs, which 
would have shamed the great Dana. I 
crossed on the steamer with the gentleman 
who at that time owned and edited the Sun, 
the late Mr. Laffan. I remember how he 
chuckled sardonically as he told me that the 
New York courts had just rendered a verdict 
against the Sun in favor of Triggs of 5 cents. 

Mr. Laffan seemed to think that was very 
little to pay for the amusement of hunting 
Triggs. I thought—other things.
